REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 39, 40, and 50-65 are pending. 

An Office action was mailed April 21, 2005. Claims 39 and 40 were deemed 
allowable. The other pending claims were rejected. 

A response was filed September 15, 2005. The rejections were traversed and 
amendments and remarks were presented. Claims 1-5 and 36-53 were pending. 

This supplemental response is submitted to pursue the allowable claims 39 and 
40. Claims 39 and 40 have been re- written. Claims 1-38 and 41-49 are canceled. Claims 54-64 
are appended. 

Allowable Claims 39 and 40 

The Office action mailed April 21, 2005 indicated that dependent claims 39 and 
40 were deemed allowable provided that they were rewritten in independent form to include the 
base claim and all intervening claims. 

Claims 39 and 40 each depend from independent claim 38. 

Claims 39 and 40 each have been amended to include the subject matter recited in 
claim 38. Claims 39 and 40 are believed to be in allowable condition. 

Previously Appended Claims 50-53 

Claims 50-53 were presented as dependent claims of independent claim 38. 
Claims 50-53 have been amended to change their dependency to claim 39, and are believed to be 
allowable based on the allowability of claim 39. 

Appended Claims 54-56 

Claims 54-56 are appended as dependent claims of independent claim 40. Claims 
54-56 are believed to be allowable based on the allowability of claim 40. 
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Appended Claims 57-61 

Independent claim 57 and dependent claims 58-61 are appended. 

Independent claim 57 is based on claim 39, the underlined portion being different: 

Claim 39 recites: 

a register for setting a division ratio of the original clock signal and the 
number of clocks of a reference clock signal per a scanning period and a 
number of active lines of the display panel, all of which being received 
from the external device 

Claim 56 recites: 

a register for setting a division ratio of the original clock signal, the 
number of clocks of a reference clock signal per a scanning period, and a 
number of active lines of the display panel, all of which can be changed by 
the external device 



Appended Claims 62-65 

Independent claim 62 and dependent claims 63-61 are appended. 

Independent claim 62 is based on claim 40, the underlined portion being different: 

Claim 40 recites: 

a register for setting a division ratio of the original clock signal and the 
number of clocks of a reference clock signal per a scanning period and a 
number of active lines of the display panel, all of which being received 
from the external device 

Claim 62 recites: 

a register for setting a division ratio of the original clock signal, a number 
of clock of a reference clock signal per a scanning period and a number of 
active lines of the display panel, all of which can be changed by the 
external device
